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TheaterQuest receives community applause

There was a resounding “yes” heard from the 
community Monday evening at the Parks and 
Recreation Commission concerning TheaterQuest, 
the nonprofit organization requesting the band 
shell at Memorial Park for performing Shakespearean 
plays for three months during the summer. 

Commissioners Laurie Cooper, 
chairman; Ron Coleman, Bill Sullivan and 
Bonnie Garner heard the remarks and decided 
to hold a study session on Monday, July 
29, at 6 p.m. at which the community could 
listen but not make remarks. After that study 
session, a study group will be formed and the 
commission will bring the information to the 
City Council no later than the second council 
meeting in August, which would be Aug. 27. 

Among those who spoke in favor of the 


project that would involve youth from Sierra 
Madre and other area towns were Allan Truax, 
Helen Elliott, Bob Ruiz, Jayne Tyree, Don 
Murphy, and Heather Sheets who said she 
represented several people. 

Tennyson Warren wanted to know their history 
and Chairman Cooper explained that the by-laws 
satisfied the commission. 

Alice Feeney was concerned about bleachers 
and their reaction to the grass in the park; she 
felt play-goers could sit on the grass. 

Midge Morash wanted to know the links with 
education and Eric Waterhouse, president of the 
nonprofit group, TheaterQuest, explained that the 
vice principal at Arcadia High School, the director 
of theater of Polytechnical, directors for PCC and 
the board of education of PCC were part of the 


educational ties. 

“All have expressed a passion, energy for the 
project but to formalize their feelings in writing 
will take a more formal approach to the project.” 
He was implying that until there was a place in 
which to have the Shakespearean theater, no one 
could commit in writing. 

Sheets was one of four local people who traveled 
to Ashland, Ore., where there is a world-famous 
Shakespearean festival throughout part of the year. 
She said, “I was just terribly impressed and 
excited.” 

Commissioner Coleman asked city staff. Assistant 
Administrator Sean Joyce, to notify people who 
live around the park, people who would be most 
impacted by such a project.

Two centers open for victims 


Beginning Monday, July 15, two centers, one 
in Arcadia and one in Pasadena, are open to make 
low interest Federal loans available to the recent 
Sierra Madre earthquake victims, according to 
Congressman Carlos Moorhead, who called The 
News with this information Friday. 

The Arcadia site is the county park. Senior 
Citizen Center at 405 S. Santa Anita Ave. The 
Pasadena site is the Pasadena Unified School 
District, Headquarters and Administrative Office at 
351 S. Hudson Ave. Those centers are open from 
7 a.m. to 7 p.m., weekdays. 

This action is a result of a formed request made 
by Gov. Pete Wilson who proclaimed a State of 
Emergency in Los Angeles County on July 5, 
asking the U.S. Small Business Admini^ration to 
implement its Disaster Loan Program for home- 
owners, renters and business owners whose property 
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was damaged by the June 28 Sierra Madre 
earthquake. 

Interest rates under the physical loan program to 
homeowners, renters and businessowners are either 
4 percent or 8 percent and for nonprofit organiza¬ 
tions, either 4 percent or 9.125 percent, depending 
on the availability of the needed financial assistance 
from non-government sources. The loan teams may 
not exceed 30 years but will be restricted to a max¬ 
imum of three years for businesses determined by 
SB A to have credit available elsewhere. 

Small business owners may also quality for 
economic injury disaster loans to offset working 
capital shortfalls which are directly attributable to 
the disaster. Only small businesses determined by 
SBA to be unable to obtain private sector funds are 
eligible for the economic injury program. All loans 
approved under the economic injury program will be 
at the 4 percent interest rate. 

Ceilings on these loans is up to $100,000 for 
real property for homeowners and $20,000 to repair 
or replace damaged personal property. The ceiling 
for business loans is up to $500,000. 

Applications for physical damage loans must be 
received by the SBA no later than Sept. 90, 1991 
and for economic injury loans no later than Apr. 13, 
1992. 

Those wishing more information or loan 
application forms should write the SBA, P.O. 
Box 13795, Sacramento, CA 95853-4795 or call 
1-800-468-1713. 

An alternative type of loan is the California 
National Disaster Assistance Program (CALDAP), 
administered by the State Department of Housing 
and Community Development. This program 
provides for low-interest, deferred-payment loans 
for repair or replacement of quake-damaged homes 
and residential rental property. CALDAP is the 
“last resort” program which fills the needs unmet 
by private insurance coverage, private loans or 
federal or state assistance programs. 


Fund-raisers July 21, 24 
to assist Debbie, Rick Allor 


Two fund-raisers are in the offing for Debbie 
and Rick Allor, the local couple who lost their 
adobe home in the June 28 earthquake. 

The one this weekend, on Sunday, July 21, is 
scheduled at the Cathy and Fred Crockett home 
at 32 W. Carter when a “Day in the Park” fund¬ 
raiser is scheduled from noon to 6 p.m. 

On Wednesday, July 24, Robin’s Restaurant at 
395 N. Rosemead Blvd., Pasadena, is giving 25 
percent off all of their receipts from that day to the 
Allor family. 

Judy Webb-Martin, for whom Cathy Crockett 
works at Webb-Martin Realtors, explained that the 
Allors are “so typical of our community. He’s done 
work for us and our clients throughout the years. 
They are so special.” 

Available that day will be swimming, croquet, 
horse shoes, badminton, volleyball, and there will 
be a DJ for dancing. Also available is food and 
the price is $15 per head for adults. Children 
under 12 are free if accompanied by an adult. 


Among those who have contributed to the 
July 21 affair, which runs from noon to 6 p.m., 
are Webb-Martin, Century-21 Village Realty, 
Restaurant Lozano, 45 Bean Town, Domino’s Pizza, 
Sandwich Stop, Happy’s Wines & Spirits, The Bottle 
Shop, Bank of America, Treasures of Sierra Madre 
and Readipac Produce. 

Much like an old-fashioned Midwestern fund¬ 
raiser, all proceeds will go toward the rebuilding 
of the Allor home. Also in the works is another 
old-fashioned plan, the house-rai^ijlg.party_ 

The Allors’ adobe home was instantly destroyed 
during the 5.8 Sierra Madre earthquake June 28. 
It was one of 22 homes that are unoccupied. Two 
businesses which were down for a few days are now 
back in business. 

Damage in Sierra Madre still stands at $12.5 
million as was reported in last week’s paper. There 
were 325 structures damaged, according to City 
Administrator Jim McRea. 


John Noonan breaks hip in quake 


Because of an injury sustained in the Sierra 
Madre earthquake, John Noonan of Sierra Madre 
has put his roofing business on the shelf for a year. 
John’s right hip was crushed as he attempted to 
get to the doorjam for safety on June 28, during 
the 5.8 earthquake. 

Earlier this year during a bout with pneumonia 
his physicians gave him large doses of steroid. 
The brittleness of his bones, he said, as a result of 
the steroid, caused him to need two hip 
replacements, one in March and one in May, this 
year. 

“1 was getting around good. I was off my 
rocker onto crutches when the earthquake hit,” 
John said from his bed Saturday. 


From his high canyon home he described the 
motion that sent dishes crashing to the floor and 
popped a locked door off its hinges. 

“After the first big jolt, I tried to get to the 
front doorway and I heard a sanp. I knew I was 
going down. I braced for the fall. Then the second 
jolt hit and that twisted me around. I heard the 
right leg break. It was a spiral break and there 
was glass all around to fall on. Boy, that was some 
day. In all that glass I finally found the telephone 
cord and called our friends, Wes and Marie 
Graham (owners of Wes Graham Texaco in Sierra 
Madre) and they were here in minutes.” 

Noonan leaned back against a pillow and rubbed

Out and About

Ahh...how to begin. Ashland, Oregon... 
spent the day of July 4th getting the pulse. We 
watched their July 4th parade, and I’ll get to 
that, but for those who wonder why I’m 
talking about Ashland, it is the home of a very 
successful Shakespeare Festival. We are being 
“evaluated” for such an undertaking in our 
town. 

It seems that most people you talk to 
will quickly tell you that the Festival is 
Ashland. It is the central theme around which 
most of the town operates. The huge numbers 
of people generate all kinds of business... 
motels are booked, restaurants filled, streets 
teeming with people who have substantial 
purchasing power. A decent comparison of the 
vitality of Ashland is to look at our Westside 
of L.A. I should point out that for a town of 
about 15,000 to 17,000 (no one really seems 
to know) the business area seems grossly out 
of proportion to the rest of the town. I 
mention this because comparisons are impor¬ 
tant. 

So, how do we measure up to Ashland? 
We don’t. If we face that fact right up front, 
we have a chance of making a smaller success 
out of our festival. We could be a microcosm 
of Ashland...a runt sister-city that emulates 
the immensely successful sibling. 

This vitality I mentioned may be mis¬ 
construed. Let’s just take it for granted that 
the town is erudite...it is a college town...and 


that most people there have a genuine interest 
in the Iheatcr. There is more, however, and 
this may or may not sit well with some people, 
and 1 will use the July 4th parade in Ashland 
to make this point. 

Generally, the entries in a July 4th parade 
can give one an idea of how, basically, the 
community reacts to certain things. In Sierra 
Madre, we applaud entries which we agree 
with or enjoy. We generally don’t applaud 
things we disagree with. Now, I’ve got to be 
careful here...l don’t want to get political...but 
if I had to come up with a couple of words 
to describe the overall reaction I had to what 
the Ashland parade told me about the people 
there, I would say, pervasive activism. 

There is nothing wrong with grasping a 
cause and making your point about it. In 
Ashland they do it by the dozens. There was 
strong applause for a parade segment that 
decried our military killing Iraqis, a man 
dressed in a clown suit carrying a sign which 
read “Jesus,” and the ACLU carrying signs 
telling us how good they are. The most 
interesting unit, however, was a band led by 
someone impersonating James Brown (not 
sure of a July 4th tie-in here). They are so 
relevent in Ashland, it seems, they realized 
they didn’t have any blacks in town so they 
had to paint up a white person. 

I’ll have more on this. I just wanted to 
get your attention.

Revenue from the proposed business 
improvement district will fund programs to 
continue revitalization of Sierra Madre’s 
downtown. When the Chamber and Main 
Street merged in January of this year, the 
Chamber leadership pledged to continue 
revitalization program activity. 

Specific programs are grouped under four 
councils: Promotion, Economic Restructuring, 
Design, Organization. While there are many 
organizational approaches to managing the 
affairs of a downtown, the Main Street approach 
has proven unusually successful in communities 
of Sierra Madre’s size. 

Programs and activities to attract consumer 
dollars to downtown Sierra Madre cost money. 
Efforts to attract new businesses which create 
new jobs which increases local spending power 
cost money. Improving the physical appearance 
of and maintaining existing downtown amenities 
cost money. 


The programs and activities contained in 
the program proposal are a mixture. Some 
have been conducted annually for many years. 
Some are existing programs that will be 
expanded. Many have been discussed over 
the years but never implemented. In that 
sense they are new. The intent of all the 
proposed programs is to help strengthen the 
economic viability and stability of downtown 
Sierra Madre. There is no absolute right or 
wrong list of things to do to revitalize a 
downtown. It is a trial and error process. 
Things that are needed and work in one town 
have less value and poorer results in another. 
Key priorities today may, because of circum¬ 
stances, become less important tomorrow. The 
important thing is to remain flexible and 
alert to changing needs. 

The reason program discussion usually 
turns to the Promotion Council activities 
first is because they are most visible and have 
historically received the most attention from 
the Chamber. That is one of the changes 
that needs to take place. And, that change is 
recognized in the program proposal. 

Economic restructuring council programs 
are intended to both assist existing businesses 
and attract new ones. Collecting and distributing 
customer demographic information will help 
show businesses where profitable markets 
exist. By conducting information or training 
seminars, business owners will have an 
opportunity to improve their business 
accounting system, or understand how to use 
a computer for inventory control. By surveying 
business owners to determine what specific 
information or assistance is most needed, the 
Chamber can design and sponsor programs 
that address those needs.

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So far, $6100 has been collected for the Lessed 
Oarda Bone Transplant Fund since the fund-raiser 
two weeks ago. 

Fund-raising started mid-June for the Sierra 
Madre 10-year-old who has had a relapse of 
leukemia which she originally contracted on Mar. 
27, 1990. A bone marrow transplant could save 
Lessed’s life. 

The first fund-raiser, at the Little League 
closing ceremonies in June, grossed $3224, with 
$1000 alone coming from Marco Carreau of USA 
for Health Care for whom Ralph Griffin, president 
of Little League works. Griffin and other Little 
League officers were instrumental in getting the 
instant fund-raiser rolling and the fund has 
continued to mount since then. 

On June 30, foothill residents attended the day 
of entertainment at Memorial Park when there 
was a mobile lab available for testing residents’ 
blood marrow type. That which did not match 
Lessed’s type was placed in the Bone Marrow 
Institute of the Red Cross in Los Angeles. 

The Garcias lived for 15 years in Pasadena 
before moving to Sierra Madre five years ago. Both 
Lessed and her brother, Edgar, were bom in the 
United States after both parents came to the United 
States from Guadalajara. 

Lessed has been in and out of the hospital, 
having chemotherapy, since the disease became 
activated on May 20, 1991. The child will go into 
fourth grade next year.

Jan Reed’s interesting article on the family 
visit to Grand Cayman Island brought back 
fond memories of a wonderful place to escape, 
if only for a short while, from the routine of 
our regular lifestyles. 

We discovered the Caymans over_25 years 
ago and, periodically, have returned to relax 
and enjoy the tropic breezes, but more impor¬ 
tantly, the wonderful ambiance created by the 
people who call these islands, “Home.” 

We purchased a quarter acre of sand and 
coral and are holding this little piece of tropical 
island for our grandchildren to dream about. 
Maybe, .sometime in the future, they may even 
build a beach shack for their cherished 
vacations. 

The history of Cayman is fascinating. 


Traveling through the Caribbean in the ITOOs, 
a British Prince on a sinking sailing ship was 
saved from a watery grave by local citizens. 
A law was passed by Parliament that Cayman 
men would never be drafted into the army and 
that taxes on land would never be levied. 
Consequently, we pay no taxes. These unusual 
laws add to the folklore of pirates, treasure 
hunters and, today, to financial manipulators 
as the banks operate under secrecy conditions 
similar to the Swiss. 

Money manipulation reminds me of what 
we saw on one of our visits. 

The south shore of Grand Cayman is 
approximately 20 miles long. Unlike beaches 
in Southern California, there is a coral reef 
paralleling the shore about a quarter mile 
from land. 

Looking out to sea, right in the middle of 
this 20-mile shoreline, we saw the rusty 
remains of a sunken freighter driven directly 
into the reef.

At least the Captain knew where to run 
ashore. He could not have found a friendlier 
island in the Caribbean.

Paintings of Bea Mclvor reflect talent from youth 


By Phyllis Chapman 

Sierra Madre artist 
Bea Ward Mclvor died 
May 2 and in her memory 
a large ad was placed in 
the Sierra Madre News, 
May 16. Included in the 
ad was a beautiful poem 
written the day after she 
died by her stepson, 
Murray Mclvor. He paid 
tribute to her and to 
her talent. With this 
article we would like 
to contribute further to 
that tribute. 

Mclvor was 94 when 
she died but almost to 
the last was busy painting. 
It was her great joy and 
relaxation. Her art has 
always been in demand 
and these last works are 
especially treasured. 

She was most famous 
for the over 150 port¬ 
raits she painted, many 
of local people and 
their families. Her 
paintings of American 
Indians, mostly Hopi 
and Navajo, were 
especially well loved and 
these were often dis¬ 
played in our local post 
office. One of these was 
of Iron Eyes Cody. 


Her first recognition 
came at age 15, when 
with no formal training 
she won a prize for a 
figure she sculptured. 
However, she would be 
the first to tell you that 
doing sculpture was 
never her favorite. 
“It’s just dirty old clay’’ 
she’d say, “and I miss 
the color I can produce 
with paint.’’ 

This romance with 
color was used to the 
limit in the Navajo and 
Hopi paintings as they 
were so colorful in their 
clothing, jewelry and 
trappings. She worked 
either from life or photo¬ 
graphs but it was evident 
she captured in the faces 
and eyes of her subjects 
her love and knowledge 
of people. 

The artist was related 
to the Ward family who 
are so well-known in 
Sierra Madre for their 
long established fine 
foods preserving business. 

She was born in New 
York, the youngest of 
three daughters of 
Irving and Mary Ward. 
Her uncle, E. Waldo 


Ward Sr., established 
the historic Ward Ranch 
here in 1890 and later the 
food business, the 
oldest continuing business 
in Sierra Madre. 

Second, third and 
fourth generations of the 
family are involved 
today, E. Waldo Ward 
Jr., his son Richard who 
now runs the business 
and Richard’s son, Jeff, 
who joined the operation 
last year after his 
college graduation. 

When E. Waldo Ward 
Sr. lost his wife, he 
persuaded his brother 
Irving to move his family 
from New York to come 
and live in the lovely 
Ward home on Highland 
Ave. Then his son would 
continue to grow up in 
a family atmosphere. 
After the family made 
the move, Irving estab¬ 
lished “Ward’s Nursery” 
that was located on the 
Mt. Trail side of the 
Ward Ranch. Incidently, 
painting flowers, starting 
with those in her father’s 
nursery, has been another 
favorite for the artist’s 
brush.

Irving, too, was an 
artist. He taught art, also 
worked as an artist for 
the Broadway Deptmt- 
ment Store. Mary Ward 
became a popular poet 
whose poems were 
published in the Los 
Angeles Times and the 
Sierra Madre News. 
A gift of a set of oils 
by her father helped 
set the young Beatrice on 
her way. Her Uncle Waldo 
helped this interest along 
too when he would bring 
Indian gifts back to her 
from his business travels. 

She attended Stickney 
School of Art in Pasa¬ 
dena, worked with well- 
known artists and won 
more scholarships 
than she could use, 
including one to Otis 
Art Institute. 

Starting soon out of 
art school, she worked 
for 16 years as an artist 
in Hollywood during the 
glamour years and was 
much tied in with the 
history of movies. When 
Grauman’s Egyptian 
Theatre was opened in 
1922 with “Rabin 
Hood”starring Douglas 
Fairbanks Sr., her 
posters were on display 
at the theater. Grauman 
always did things with 
a flourish and her lovely 
posters always attracted 
attention. Her theater 
art also included bill¬ 
boards and newspaper 
ads. She later worked 
for Warner Bros.

being more fragile, 
did not survive. Her 
name,' however, did not 
appear on her theater 
work. Back then, as with 
ghost writers, it was the 
custom of the studio art 
director to sign his own 
name on such art. 
However, Mclvor, as a 
young artist, didn’t mind 
as she was well paid. 

In 1932 for the Los 
Angeles Olympics she 
was commissioned to do 
a portrait of a 10th 
Olympiad shotputter. 
This was on display in 
the store window of 
Bullock’s Wilshire. A 
more recent large painting 
that I love was of a 
surfer coming in on a 
spray of ocean. 

After marrying Murdo 
Mclvor she gave up 
movie work and they 
moved to Sierra Madre. 
For her this was coming 
home. Her husband 
ran the service station 
where Bill Birgensmith’s 
“76” station is today. 
Bea was a widow for 
a number of years before 
she died. 

It was easy to be in 
awe of this gifted lady 
and her talent. She was 
in the best tradition of 
the many talented people 
who have graced our 
community. Importantly, 
too, she was a delightful 
person and so sweet to 
know. With great love 
we say goodby to Bea 
Ward Mclvor. She will 
be dearly remembered 
and sadly missed.

and actions. 

All these elements 
come off with excellence. 
Ben Reckdahl has a 
secure tenor as the 
nobleman; Diane Bucy- 
Wallace nearly steals the 
show as the Sergeant’s 
lively daughter, Amy 
^.K. Keating is delight¬ 
fully pretty as the singer, 
with a sweet and true, 
if rather tiny, voice, and 
liin Koch Ian is a truly 
comic-horror figure as 
the Head Jailer. But the 
role of the jester is the 
best rounded and most 
appealing and Morgan 
Knsler plays both the 
comedy and the sentiment 
with affecting skill. 

lavishly large cast, 
well directed by Stephen 
Ciothold and well cost¬ 
umed by Velta Hargrove, 
carry off this tribute to 
musical comedy’s most 
durable practitioners 
with great charm.

“Oklahoma” was 
written when there was 
a singing chorus.

The Pavilion cuisine 
continues to be sufficient¬ 
ly exotic without scaring 
anybody, and the service 
is certainly excellent. For

At the Monrovia 
Center Theater, the 
chorines of “Cabaret” 
are, thank goodness, 
decidedly unwholesome, 
as they are supposed to 
be. Director Roben 
LaValley has resisted the 
temptation to turn it 
into a family show, and 
the Emcee (Kevin 
Krause) is properly slimy. 
“Cabaret” is, or should 
be, a picture of the kind 
of degenerate atmosphere 
in Germany in the 
’30s that gave the 
moralistic Nazis an 
opening. 

Fran Maddoz is excel¬ 
lent as Fraulein Scheider, 
conforming to ideas 
she detests out of 
desperation, and 
Vicktor Koontz is the 
amiable Jew who cannot 
believe he is seeing more 
than kneejerk prejudice. 
Jama Smith is wonder¬ 
fully sleazy as the amoral 
opportunist who picks 
up any popular idea 
and Richard Del.uca is 
in excellent voice as the 


reasonable, pleasant 
man who appreciates the 
orderliness of fascism. 
Dwight Cootz both looks 
and acts the bewildered 
young American who 
runs from an attitude 
that repels him, and 
Charlotte Carpenter 
brings good looks and a 
good voice to the tragic 
role of Sally Bowles, the 
heedless kook who finds 
decadence fascinating 
and shuts her 
eyes to its inevitable 
results. Life is not that 
degrading kind of caba¬ 
ret. 

I wonder if it is only 
the generation that 
remembers the Nazis who 
find “Cabaret” to be 
ominous and grim, a 
unique feeling for a 
successful musical.

his beard with his right hand, remembering. 
“The 80-gallon aquarium was down and Marie 
saved all the fish but two. That wasn’t the big 
problem, though. My guard dog. Maverick, was 
in the livingroom, because the back door had sprung 
open. Marie was the only person he’d let near 
him so she got him coralled and back in the 
yard.” 

John shook his head and leaned against his 
pillow, “First I was taken to Methodist Hospital in 
Arcadia but because of a power failure, an 
ambulance took me to St. Luke. Then 1 was able to 
go back to Arcadia where I knew I’d be having 
surgery. By then it was 2 p.m. and I finally was 
allowed to have some water. They couldn’t give 
me water because they thought I’d have surgery 
that night. Well, it was 4 p.m. when I finally got 
some morphine and they got my leg into foam 
traction by 9:30 Friday night.” Noonan shook his 
head again. 

After three-and-a-half hours of surgery. Dr. 
Bursinger told Noonan that this was the hardest 
operation the doctor had ever done. They inserted

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a titanium rod in the hip, into the ball and 
socket, screwed them and pinned them and wired 
them completely around the bone. Wheti Dr. Quigley 
got back from vacatioti, he tnade a house call 
to remove the staples. “He even brought up a 
portable X-ray,” Donna Noonan said. 

John will be spending a month iti his hospital 
bed in the livingroom of their home, a month on 
a walker, three to four more months on crutches 
before he graduates to a cane. 

“I may be on a cane the rest of my life. 1 had 
my initial hip surgery early this year when 1 was 
45.” John said. 

Where was Donna during all of this time? 
She’s teaching at Marshall School this summer and 
was on her way to work. “I didn’t feel a thing 
because 1 was in the car. 1 had two bilingual children 
with me in the car and 1 was trying to explain to 
them some of the things 1 saw and heard, such as 
sirens, cars going every which way, blinking lights. 
Then when 1 got to school they told me that we’d 
had an earthquake. As school teachers we have 
special responsibilities of taking care of the children 
until the ‘all clear’ sounds. It was finally 9:45 a.m. 
that 1 was able to find out what was going on 
at home.” 

So many people have been such great help such 
as Marie and Wes Graham, and John Haskins and 
Steve and Julie Millenbach. He said these people 
have just taken over all care. “Boy, what do you do 
without friends?” 

Donna grinned, “We plan our days for high¬ 
lights. For instance, today John is going to be 
wheeled out onto the deck where he’ll have his 
hair cut and his beard trimmed. That’s big deal.” 

What does he do all day while he is confined 
to his bed? He reads, writes Blues music, and poetry. 
As an early birthday gift, Donna gave him 
a Takamine guitar and that’s been a marvelous 
deterrent from depression. 

“Oh, don’t forget to thank our great EMTs 
and the Red Cross. They are great,” Noonan said. 

As an afterthought, he said, “Would you like 
to meet Maverick? He’s big. He weighs 135 lbs. 
He’s a full attack trained shepherd.” 

Your editor remarked that he outweighed her 
by 33 pounds and asked if there’s anything she 
should or should not do when meeting this big dog. 


John said, “Just sit still and don’t move around 
alot. He is very protective of me.” 

That big guard dog came in, glanced at me, went 
over to John and cooed and gurgled and rolled 
over and laughed up at his beloved master. 

1 sat very, very still. 

And that’s what John will be doing for several 
weeks while he convalesces from his earthquake 
experience.

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Lee joins hospital as COO

Foreign languages, in 
a manner of speaking, 
roll easily over his 
tongue. Proficient in 
Chinese Mandarin, and 
lettered in French, Ger¬ 
man, and Spanish, Den¬ 
nis M. Lee, brings to his 
new post of chief 
operating officer at 
Methodist Hospital, Ar¬ 
cadia, a powerful level of 
communication ex¬ 
cellence and cultural 
understanding. 

“I’ve always had an 
ear for languages, so it 


was a natural choice for 
me to initially steer my 
education in that direc¬ 
tion. What I soon realiz¬ 
ed was that professional 
opportunities for 
linguists is somewhat 
limited,” offers Dennis, 
when asked how he hap¬ 
pened to end up as an ex¬ 
ecutive in healthcare ad¬ 
ministration.

“My 
mom was a nurse and 
worked the 11 p.m. to 7 
a.m. shift at Cedars of 
Lebanon Hospital (now 
Cedars Sinai Hospital in 
Los Angeles.) I used to 
drive her back and forth 
to work and she would 
regale me with stories 
about what went on in 
the hospital on a daily 
basis. I was fascinated 
and knew I wanted 
healthcare to be part of 
my life.” 

After graduating from 
the University of 
Wisconsin in 1971 with a 
degree in Economics, 
Dennis went on with pre- 
med studies to fulfill the 


interest his mother had 
inspired. The study of 
medicine, however, was 
not as well-suited as 
language had been. 

According to Dennis, 
“I floundered a bit when 
I realized that being a 
doctor might not be 
right for me. I was still 
determined, however, to 
find my niche in the 
medical field. Hospital 
administration seemed to 
be a good fit, and in 1974 
I graduated with a 
Masters degree, 1 have 
never looked back.” 

Before joining 
Methodist Hospital, 
Dennis worked as the 
associate administrator 
at Scottsdale Memorial 
Hospital in Arizona, 
part of a two-hospital 
system.

Removal, destruction of all oaks, 
other trees stopped in urgency act 


In response to growing 
citizen concern regarding 
the removal of large 
trees, the Arcadia City 
Council on July 2 
adopted an interim 
urgency ordinance im¬ 
posing a 45-day 
moratorium on removal 
and destruction of all 
oak trees and certain in¬ 
digenous trees. 

Any size Englemann 
oak, coast live oak, 
California live oak trees 
with a circumference 
larger than 12‘/2 inches 


and any other oak tree 
with a trunk cir¬ 
cumference of 38 inches 
measured at 4'/2 inches 
above the crown root 
shall not be removed or 
cut. The moratorium 
also includes California 
sycamore, blue 

elderberry, Fremont 
cottonwood or willow 
trees with trunk cir¬ 
cumferences larger than 
19 inches. 

The moratorium pro¬ 
vides a process for the 
removal of any of the 


above trees subject to ap¬ 
proval through the 
modification application 
at no fee to the appli¬ 
cant. 

A public hearing on 
the draft tree preserva¬ 
tion ordinance is 
scheduled before the 
Planning Commission at 
its Aug. 13 meeting.
